co ſtir up a moſt ingrarefull and unworthy-difreſpett uttro the Parliamtn who may once 
jearne better, wherrbetter raughr by the Parliamnts lafls, There are therefore theſe confi- 
G&erations preſenting themſelves co every mans view, being almoſt nothing bur what is ob. 
vious to every mans know]Jedg, oc for the moſt part evident in all the late Remonſtrances,
